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THE  HEADMASTER  REPORTS:

Last  year  saw  the  Academy  conclude, 
in  virtually  all  aspects,  one  of  its  strongest 
years  over  the  past  decade.  Other  articles 
in     this    issue    of    the    Archon  Mike 

Moonves's  describing  John  Witherspoon's 
last  year  in  the  Admissions  Office,  and 
his  first,  for  example;  and  David  Mitchell's 
on    Development  will    help    to    point 

up  this  fact.  For  the  first  time  since 
the  1960's,  through  successful  planning 
by  the  Trustees  and  administration  and 
the  cooperation  of  all,  Governor  Dummer 
escaped  the  experience  of  independent 
schools  and  colleges  everywhere,  an  oper- 
ating deficit.  All  descriptions  of  support 
and  participation  by  alumni  have  reached 
an  all-time  high.  This  is  a  good  time  to 
be  at  the  Academy!  Strongest  sign  of 
all:  In  19  74-75  the  student  body  ex- 
hibited   the    most    positive    of   outlooks. 

Today  articles  are  appearing  frequently 
in  the  press  concerning  a  shifting  view 
amongst  young  people  toward  college 
education.  In  addition,  some  projections 
into  the  late  1980's  predict  a  30-35% 
drop  over  the  intervening  years  in  the 
college  candidate  pool.  Inevitably  such 
a  trend  would  affect  the  independent 
college-preparatory  schools. 

During  last  year  the  Trustees  and 
the  Administration  at  GDA  adopted  a 
smaller  enrollment  goal  (by  10%)  and  a 
stricter  operating  budget  for  1975-76. 
By  retirement,  leave-of-absence,  and  sev- 
erance, the  faculty  and  staff  were  to 
be  cut  back. 

As  the  year  ended,  however,  for  the 
first  time  in  this  decade  admissions  had 
to  be  suspended  by  June  30,  with  waiting 
lists  for  some  classes.  On  September  10 
we  opened  with  a  larger,  and  in  some 
ways  potentially  stronger  student  body 
than  a  year  ago.  Over  the  summer  we 
successfully  restaffed  where  we  had  to 
cut  back.  Our  enrollment  as  of  this 
writing  is  322:  240  boys  and  82  girls, 
versus  last  year's  opening  enrollment  of 
314. 

Under  the  aegis  of  David  Mitchell  in 
the  Development  Office,  Mike  Moonves 
in  Admissions,  and  Buster  Navins  in  his 
new  and  critical  role  as  Administrative 
Co-ordinator,  throughout  the  past  year 
the  interest  and  participation  of  alumni 
has  grown  rapidly,  and  it  is  still  growing. 
Annual  gift  support,  essential  to  the 
maintenance  of  a  sound  budget,  attained 
a  new  high.  Alumni  communications  with 
the  Admissions  Office  increased.  Two 
highly  successful  alumni  dinners  were 
held,  in  Portland,  Maine,  and  in  Boston. 
And  most  encouraging,  visits  by  alumni 
to  the  campus  increased  markedly. 

Over  this  past  summer,  as  the  result 
of  the  effort  of  Business  Manager  Donald 
Champoux,  assisted  by  Dean  of  Students 
Dave  Williams,  over  700  adults  and  young- 
sters   participated   in   independent    work- 


shops, institutes,  and  training  camps  on 
campus,  making  not  only  for  a  more 
efficient  utilization  of  plant,  but  also 
exposing  a  wide  range  of  new  friends 
to  the  school. 

This  fall  members  of  the  strong 
leadership-class  of  '75  are  entering  upon 
a  variety  of  educational  experiences,  not 
all  of  them  immediately  in  colleges.  No 
fewer  than  three  will  spend  a  year  as 
English  Speaking  Union  visitors  to  British 
secondary  schools  before  going  on.  Some, 
with  deferred  entrance  to  colleges  safely 
in  their  pockets,  are  traveling  or  par- 
ticipating in  special  enterprises  in  this 
country.  Meanwhile  their  college-bound 
classmates  (and  two  members  of  last 
year's  junior  class)  are  already  at  their 
college  classes:  at  Boston  College,  Bow- 
doin,  Brown,  Dartmouth,  Harvard,  M.I.T., 
Middlebury,  Tufts,  the  Universities  of 
New  Hampshire  and  Vermont,  and  a 
healthy  range  of  other  institutions. 

In  Byfield  certain  changes  -  happily 
from  strength  to  strength  -  stand  out. 
Already  alluded  to  is  the  smooth  passing 
of  the  baton  in  the  Admissions  Office 
from  John  Witherspoon  to  Mike  Moonves, 
a  member  of  the  faculty  since  September, 
1969,  graduate  of  Phillips  Andover  and 
of  Trinity  College.  Best  of  all,  John 
continues  involved  as  a  teacher  in  the 
History  Department,  as  well  as  in  many 
other  roles.  In  Admissions  Mike  has  been 
joined  by  Dorothy  Ogden,  wife  of  John 
(for  ten  years  Chairman  of  our  English 
Department  and  now  Headmaster  of  the 
Brookwood  School).  Moving  over  from 
three  years  in  the  Development  Office, 
Dorothy  (a  Governor  Dummer  parent, 
too)  brings  to  her  new  assignment  as 
Assistant  in  Admissions  broad  insights 
into  both  Alumni  Relations  and  student 
needs  and  interests. 

In  large  part  due  to  the  urging  and 
encouragement  of  Ben  Stone,  just  re- 
tired after  43  extraordinary  years  of 
leadership  in  the  Academy,  Dick  Leavitt 
assumes  the  crucial  role  of  Director  of 
Studies.  Chairman  of  the  Mathematics 
Department  since  1971,  he  will  retain 
that  responsibility  for  one  more  year, 
though  cutting  back  on  his  teaching 
load.  As  a  tacit  testimony  to  his  skill 
and  versatility,  classes  opened  this  fall 
with  a  minimum  of  flurry,  following 
Dick's  concentrated  first  summer  at  the 
complex  scheduling  process. 

Three  new  faculty  have  moved  onto 
the  campus.  Miss  Betsy  Clark,  a  graduate 
of  Denver  University,  with  experience  in 
coaching  at  the  Beaver  Country  Day 
School  and  Boston  College,  will  help 
Girls'  Director  of  Athletics  Ruth  Baker 
in  her  program.  Jeffrey  Gosselin,  with 
seven  years  of  teaching  experience  be- 
hind him,  joins  the  Mathematics  De- 
partment.   He   accomplished   his   training 


at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and 
Salem  State  College.  Roger  Smith,  GDA 
'68,  after  three  years  in  business  follow- 
ing graduation  from  Trinity  College,  will 
likewise  teach  a  full  schedule  in  mathe- 
matics. The  faculty  remains  the  strength 
of  the  educational  program  at  Governor 
Dummer.  With  the  exception  of  retire- 
ments, there  has  been  next  to  no  turn- 
over in  faculty  ranks  since  19  73,  when 
for  the  second  successive  year  a  con- 
tingent of  six  able  young  teachers  joined 
us. 

One  happy  sign  of  the  way  the  wind 
is  blowing:  The  1975-76  student  body 
includes  in  its  roster  24  sons  and  daughters 
of  alumni,  as  well  as  69  younger  brothers 
and  sisters  of  graduates  or  of  older 
siblings  still  in  school.  The  Academy  is 
accomplishing  an  impressive  image 
amongst  those  alumni  who  have  kept 
in  touch  —  and  their  enthusiasm  is  in 
turn  bringing  us  increased  attention. 

This  is  our  nation's  Bicentennial  Year. 
Throughout  this  year,  in  class  and  out, 
there  will  be  examination  of  the  country's 
attainments  over  the  past  200  years,  and 
of  some  of  its  shortcomings.  In  May 
there  will  be  several  days  devoted  to 
celebrating  on  campus  the  founding  and 
development  of  the  United  States.  As 
part  of  the  observances  we  shall  review 
the  very  considerable  contributions  of 
this  venerable  Academy,  through  its  grad- 
uates, to  the  early  struggles  and  successes 
of  this  nation.  It  behooves  us  in  any 
year,  but  especially  now,  to  resolve  and 
to  assure  that  nowhere  will  there  be  a 
school  more  active  in  the  interests  of 
our  people  and  of  the  United  States  in  a 
world  role  than  Governor  Dummer  Aca- 
demy. 

With  a  most  satisfying  year  behind 
us,  we  are  looking  forward  to  new  chal- 
lenges in  areas  such  as  educational  ex- 
cellence, college  placement,  annual  giving, 
and  admissions  with  the  knowledge  that 
the  tasks  will  be  demanding.  With  the 
continuing  help  and  support  of  those 
who  participated  last  year,  however,  and 
a  strong  group  of  new  students,  1975-76 
holds  forth  the  promise  of  great  expecta- 
tion.

ANNUAL  FUND  ESTABLISHES  NEW  RECORD 


Annual  (Jiving 

The  19  74-75  Annual  Fund  ended  its 
year  on  June  30  with  gifts  totalling 
$91,672,  surpassing  the  previous  record 
lor  annual  giving  set  in  1969  by  more 
than  $11,000.  Over  900  alumni,  parents 
and  friends  of  the  Academy  contributed 
to  the  record  breaking  year.  Development 
Director  David  Mitchell  '68  described 
the  year  as  "a  tremendous  boost  to  the 
development  program  and  to  the  Aca- 
demy as  a  whole." 

The  total  represented  a  19%  increase 
over  the  results  of  1973-74.  It  was  the 
fourth  consecutive  year  that  the  Fund 
has  experienced  an  increase  over  the 
preceding  year.  The  number  of  con- 
tributors jumped  by  115,  or  14%,  which 
was  the  third  straight  year  in  which 
improvement  has  been  seen  in  this  area 
as  well. 

While  donations  from  parents  and 
friends  declined,  alumni  more  than  made 
up  for  it  with  a  68%  increase.  The 
number  of  alumni  supporters  was  up 
17%  to  723  and  was  the  second  highest 
number  of  givers  ever  recorded.  In  all 
23.1%  of  the  alumni  contributed  to  the 
Annual  Fund. 

The  Development  Committee  has  set 
the  19  75-76  Annual  Fund  goal  at 
$110,000.  This  is  an  ambitious  mark  to 
be  sure,  but  is  necessary  for  Governor 
Dummer  to  continue  funding  at  increas- 
ing levels  areas  such  as  scholarship,  aid, 
faculty  salaries  and  academic  programs.

MATCHING  GIFT 
CREATED 

Governor  Dummer  is  happy  to  an- 
nounce that  a  special  Matching  Gift 
Fund  of  $10,000  has  been  created  by 
an  anonymous  donor  for  the  1975-76 
school  year.  The  purpose  of  the  Fund 
is  to  encourage  donors  to  last  year's 
Annual  Fund  to  increase  their  gifts  in 
order  to  help  the  Academy  maintain 
its  solid  financial  position. 

Under  the  provisions  set  forth,  any- 
one who  contributed  to  the  19  74-75 
Annual  Fund  and  who  makes  a  larger 
gift  this  year  will  have  the  increase 
matched  dollar  for  dollar.  If  the  donor 
is  an  alumnus,  his  class  will  receive 
credit  for  the  gift  and  the  matching 
gift.  If  the  donor  is  a  parent,  the 
Parents'   Fund  will  receive   full  credit. 

In  other  words,  if  an  alumnus  gave 
$\  00  last  year  and  gives  $200  this 
year,  the  difference  of  $100  will  be 
matched  in  full,  and  his  class  will 
e  i  n dit  for  the  total  amount  of 
$300. 

The  Matching  Gift  Fund  will  match 
all  increases  until  the  $10,000  limit 
is  reached,  which  we  anticipate  will 
be  around  the  end  of  December. 


make    1975-76   every   bit  as  great  a  year 
as  was  1974-75. 

Telethon 

Last  April  the  Academy  held  its  first 
Alumni  telethon.  Nine  volunteers  gather- 
ed in  Boston  at  about  6:00  p.m.  and 
three  hours  and  150  calls  later  $2,200 
in  pledges  had  been  secured.  By  year 
end  84  of  those  telephoned  had  made- 
gifts  totaling  more  than  $4,000.  The 
feeling  among  those  who  participated 
was  that  the  telethon  proved  to  be  not 
only  a  successful  way  to  ask  for  dona- 
tions, but  also  provided  an  opportunity 
to  renew  old  friendships. 

Anniversaries 

The  Anniversary  program,  now  in  its 
third  year,  continued  to  prove  its  po- 
tential during  19  74-75.  Of  the  nine  classes 
from  1930  to  19  70  which  celebrated 
anniversaries,  six  established  new  Anni- 
versary giving  records.  In  addition  four 
of  the  classes  established  new  individual 
class  records  for  themselves  and  tour 
others  had  significant  increases  over  their 
73-74  results. 

Of  particular  note  is  the  class  of 
1945,  headed  by  Don  Palais.  To  celebrate 
their  30th  Anniversary  they  set  new 
class  records  which  were  approximately 
300%  and  100%  higher  respectively  for 
giving  and  participation  than  their  pre- 
vious marks.  In  addition,  about  one 
third  of  the  class  returned  to  the  campus 
to  hold  a  very  successful  reunion.

The  Anniversary  classes  of  1975-76 
are  all  those  ending  in  "1"  or  "6".  The 
challenge  to  exceed  the  marks  set  by 
the  classes  participating  this  past  year 
will   indeed  be  a  difficult  one  to  achieve. 


Alumni  Association 

The  revival  of  the  Governor  Dummer 
Alumni  Association  with  the  creation  of 
an  Fxecutive  Committee  last  year  proved 
to  be  very  fruitful.  The  purposes  of  the 
Committee  are  to  explore  ways  in  which 
alumni  can  be  helpful  to  the  Academy, 
continue  improving  relations  and  com- 
munications between  the  school  and  its 
graduates,  and  to  help  plan  alumni  affairs. 
Among  its  achievements  in  '74-'75  was 
the  decision  to  produce  Governor  Dum- 
mer's  first  alumni  directory  which  will 
be  mailed  this  fall.  The  Committee  was 
also  instrumental  in  planning  both  last 
fall's  successful  Boston  Alumni  Dinner 
and  last  spring's  Alumni  Day. 

Designated  Gifts 

The  Academy  received  over  $126,000 
in  gifts  designated  for  specific  purposes 
from  25  individuals  and  organizations. 
These  donations  provided  important  funds 
for  the  library,  the  drama  club,  scholar- 
ship aid,  the  humanities  program  and 
the  endowment. 

A  Great  Year 

As  the  Headmaster  reports,  1974-75 
was  unquestionably  one  of  the  best  years 
within  recent  memory  for  Governor  Dum- 
mer. The  Annual  Fund  set  a  new  record; 
a  grand  total  of  $227,000  was  donated 
to  the  Academy;  over  500  alumni  volun- 
teered for  our  new  Alumni  Admissions 
Representative  program;  the  Academy's 
first  Alumni  Directory  has  been  pub- 
lished; the  admissions  outlook  improved 
significantly;  and,  as  contrasted  with  re- 
cent years,  the  Academy  showed  an 
operating  budget  surplus.  Sincere  thanks 
must  certainly  go  to  all  who  had  a  part 
in  the  success,  as  it  was  truly  a  team 
effort. 


BICEN TENNIA  L  SERIES 


FIRST  HEADMASTER,  SAMUEL  MOODY, 
SHAPES  NEW  ACADEMY 


Governor  Dummer  Academy's  first 
preceptor,  Samuel  Moody,  was  a  man 
dedicated  to  a  high  quality  of  education. 
He  was  an  extremely  learned  and  able 
teacher,  and  had  a  way  with  and  re- 
markable understanding  of  his  young 
male  students.  Enthusiastic  and  devoted 
to  his  profession  of  teaching  others, 
he  instilled  in  his  students  high  standards 
of  performance,  which  were  to  stay  with 
all  of  them  and  help  many  of  them 
gain     great     achievements     later     in    life. 

Samuel  Moody  became  Governor  Dum- 
mer's  first  leader  on  February  29,  1763. 
A  scholar  in  the  languages  of  Greek  and 
Latin,  he  graduated  fifth  in  his  class  at 
Harvard  in  1746.  He  had  long  been  a 
teacher  before  coming  to  Governor  Dum- 


mer in  public  grammar  school  in  York, 
Maine,  and  then  in  a  school  he  started 
on  his  own  in  the  same  town.  He  was 
known  widely  for  his  skills.  Few  other 
schools  in  history  have  been  able  to 
surpass  the  accomplishments  of  the  Dum- 
mer School  in  its  first  quarter  century 
under  the  leadership  of  Master  Moody. 
His  tenure  set  a  challenge  for  those 
who  were  to  follow  him  as  Master  at 
Governor  Dummer,  and  for  all  other 
secondary-school  headmasters  as  well. 

Moody  came  from  a  family  with  great 
vitality  of  mind,  body,  and  faith,  and 
yet  also  one  of  at  times  seemingly  irra- 
tional behavior.  His  grandfather,  Samuel 
"Father"  Moody,  a  graduate  of  Harvard 
in    1697  and  minister  of  the  First  Parish

Church  of  York  for  almost  50  years,  was 
a  clergyman  widely  known  in  his  day 
for  both  his  uncommon  benevolence  and 
his  eccentricity.  It  has  been  told  that 
Father  Samuel  once  gave  his  wife's  only 
pair  of  shoes  to  a  barefooted  beggar- 
woman,  reassuring  his  wife  that  the  Lord 
would  send  another  pair  before  that 
night.  That  afternoon  a  neighbor  brought 
over  a  new  pair  of  shoes  saying  that 
they  were  too  small  for  his  wife  and 
perhaps    Mrs.    Moody    would    like    them. 

Master  Moody's  lather,  Joseph,  was 
known  as  a  kindly  and  pious  man,  famed 
throughout  his  life  for  his  eloquent  pray- 
ers. He,  too,  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard 
and  was  active  in  the  civic  affairs  of 
York,  achieving  the  office  of  Judge  of 
the  County  Court.  Continuing  the  strain 
of  sometimes  odd  family  behavior,  in 
public  Joseph  wore  a  handkerchief  over 
his  face  as  a  result  of  his  having  been 
accidentally  responsible  for  a  young 
friend's  death. 

Samuel  Moody  remained  a  life-long 
bachelor.  However,  upon  being  named 
Master  of  Governor  Dummer  he  brought 
his  brother,  Joseph,  to  live  with  him  in 
the  Mansion  House  to  take  care  of  the 
administrative  duties  and  the  upkeep  of 
the  estate. 

Master  Moody  believed  in  exactness 
of  knowledge  but  was  not  solely  con- 
cerned with  intellect.  He  was  an  ex- 
cellent horseman  and  swimmer  and  would 
pronounce  on  occasion  in  seasonable 
weather  that  the  class  depart  immediately 
for  the  banks  of  the  Parker  River  and 
shallower  streams  nearby.  He  believed 
that  silence  was  a  deterrent  to  productive 
study  and  encouraged  his  boys  to  review 
their  lessons  out  loud.  No  fooling  was 
allowed,  however,  and  Master  Moody 
kept  a  watchful  eye  out  for  any  hackers. 
He  was  an  honest,  impulsive,  and  some- 
times boisterous  man.  It  has  been  said 
that    he   once   went  after  a  student   with 


a  fire  shovel  for  beating  up  another  at 
recess.  Sympathetic  and  greatly  concerned 
about  his  boys,  he  once  arranged  for 
free  board  and  charged  no  tuition  to  a 
student  who  was  having  financial  troubles. 
This  student,  Sidney  Willard,  later  be- 
came one  of  Harvard's  most  respected 
presidents.  Of  the  526  students  who 
studied  under  Master  Moody,  many 
emerged  in  later  years  at  the  forefront 
of  numerous  occupations  in  a  new  and 
growing  nation. 

As  Moody  grew  older,  he  was  prone 
to  be  of  vitality  and  good  spirits  one 
moment,  and  fits  of  depression  the  next. 
His  actions  became  more  and  more  un- 
predictable. On  October  7,  1789,  he 
conveyed  to  the  Trustees  a  provisional 
resignation,  dependent  upon  their  grant- 
ing to  his  brother  an  extension  of  one 
year  on  the  lease  of  the  estate.  The 
Trustees  agreed  to  his  terms  but  felt 
it  would  be  to  his  advantage  if  he  were 
to  resign  sooner,  before  he  lost  his  fine 
reputation.  Moody's  final  resignation  came 
on  December  16,  1789,  with  no  re- 
striction involving  the  retention  of  Joseph 
as  manager  of  the  estate. 

He  traveled  widely  for  the  remaining 
six  years  of  his  life  visiting  friends  and 
former  students.  Still  strong  in  body, 
he  journeyed  on  horseback  around  the 
country.  It  was  at  the  home  of  Dr. 
Samuel  Tenney,  a  former  student,  in 
Lxeter,  New  Hampshire,  that  Samuel 
Moody  died  a  natural  death  on  December 
14,  1795. 

The  funeral  and  burial  were  in  York, 
Maine.  Part  of  his  gravestone  reads,  "He 
left  no  child  to  mourn  his  sudden  death, 
yet  his  numerous  pupils  will  ever  retain 
a  lively  sense  of  the  sociability,  industry, 
integrity,  and  piety,  he  possessed  in  an 
uncommon  degree;  as  well  as  the  dis- 
interested, zealous,  faithful  and  useful 
manner  he  discharged  the  duties  of  the 
Academy  for  thirty  years."

the  total  enrollment,  there  are  one 
hundred  and  eighty-four  boarding  stu- 
dents and  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
day  students.  Eighty-two  young  ladies, 
twenty-seven  of  whom  are  boarders,  are 
on  campus  now,  making  their  number 
the  largest  since  1971  when  twenty-five 
girls  joined  us  to  reinstate  coeducation 
at  Governor  Dummer.  Individual  class 
distribution  shows  that  there  are  fifty- 
seven  freshmen,  eighty-three  sophomores, 
ninety-three  juniors,  and  eighty-nine 
seniors. 

In  the  June  1975  issue  of  the  Archon 
it  was  stated  that  the  Admissions  Office 
was  planning  to  initiate  programs  involving 
alumni,  parents,  and  visits  to  pre-prep 
schools.  As  of  this  writing,  all  of  these 
programs  are  well  under  way.  In  the 
area  of  alumni  involvement,  the  Ad- 
missions Office  sent  out  a  source  book 
to  over  five  hundred  alumni  who  had 
expressed  an  interest  in  acting  as  an 
admissions  representative.  The  book  de- 
tails the  ways  in  which  alumni  can 
help  in  finding  well-qualified  applicants 
for  the  Academy.  With  regard  to  parent 
participation,  the  Admissions  Office  has 
written  a  letter  to  all  present  parents 
asking  them  to  recommend  two  candid- 
ates whom  they  feel  are  well  qualified 
and  would  be  interested  in  pursuing  an 
application.  By  the  middle  of  November, 
a  representative  from  the  Admissions 
Office  will  have  visited  over  thirty  pre- 
prep  schools  in  New  Jersey,  New  York, 
Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  and  New 
Hampshire.  With  an  optimistic  look  to 
the  future,  the  Admissions  Office  feels 
strongly  that  the  initiation  of  these  pro- 
grams will  surely  aid  the  continued  over- 
all growth  and  development  of  the  Aca- 
demy.
